He  is  gone.  We  that  knew  him  will  miss  him  greatly  hour 
after  hour  and  will  continue  to  do  so  through  all  the  months 
and  years  to  come.  In  his  quiet  way  he  played  a  large  part  in  our 
daily  lives.  His  friendly  spirit  made  him  ready  to  give  of  his  time 
and  strength  at  every  call,  and  none  can  measure  the  aid  and  com¬ 
fort  that  his  warm  friendliness  and  wise  judgment  enabled  him  to 
give  to  a  host  of  his  associates.  His  kindly  heart  and  discerning 
mind  made  him  quick  to  understand  and  to  sympathize  with  the 
troubles  of  others;  he  saw  where  most  only  look;  his  own  sorrows 
he  kept  to  himself  and  bore  without  murmur  or  complaint.  He 
was  one  of  those  rare  men  who  give  much  and  will  accept  little  in 
return.  He  wished  no  notice  to  be  taken  of  his  countless  deeds  of 
generosity.  If  his  deep-seated  modesty  had  permitted, — as  it  never 
could, — he  might  with  truth  have  said  with  the  poet 

“I  have  done  a  braver  thing 
Than  all  the  worthies  did; 

And  thence  a  braver  yet  doth  spring. 

Which  is  to  keep  that  hid.” 

In  many  ways  he  showed  us  the  inheritance  that  a  New  England 
home  at  its  best  can  grant  to  its  sons, — robust  health,  eagerness  to 
work  earnestly  and  faithfully  at  a  worthy  task,  a  keen  sense  of 
honor  and  obedience  to  its  dictates,  an  ardent  appreciation  of 
those  finer  things  that  a  ripe  culture  affords,  an  unconquerable 
courage,  a  jovial  and  friendly  spirit,  a  boundless  love  for  his  family, 
and  a  deeply  religious  nature.  He  lacked  none  of  these. 

His  spirit  of  sympathetic  understanding  and  ready  helpfulness 
spread  out  to  benefit  a  wide  circle  of  people  of  all  ages.  His  mother, 
whose  courage  and  cheerfulness  through  years  of  invalidism  had 
made  her  a  source  of  pleasure  to  all  within  her  reach,  had  inspired 
him  from  earliest  childhood  to  the  performance  of  kindly  deeds  in 
cheerful  manner.  It  was  but  natural,  therefore,  that  he  felt  much 
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concern  for  the  care  of  the  new-born  babies  in  the  Hospital,  the 
welfare  of  the  children  on  whom  nature  had  laid  misfortunes,  the 
individual  development  and  the  happiness  of  the  young  women  in 
the  School  of  Nursing,  the  continual  improvement  of  the  advantages 
afforded  to  young  men  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  the  securing  of  all 
possible  comfort  of  mind  and  body  for  those  older  ones  in  the 
Jerome  Home, — all  these  had  their  large  place  in  his  thought  and 
will  long  be  the  better  by  reason  of  his  devotion  to  them. 

It  is  not  strange  that  he  carried  a  strong  man’s  part  in  his  in¬ 
dustrial  tasks,  or  that  he  gave  himself  so  completely  to  the  Hospital, 
even  after  the  attacks  of  a  fatal  illness  made  all  activity  very  difficult; 
he  knew  no  other  course  than  to  carry  on  to  the  end.  His  con¬ 
tribution  to  all  that  is  most  worth  while  in  the  city  of  New  Britain 
is  of  inestimable  value. 

He  read  much  in  history  and  in  fiction,  where  his  refined  taste 
permitted  only  the  best.  He  made  of  Dickens  a  frequent  and 
always  delightful  companion.  His  children  will  never  forget  the 
many  hours  that  were  made  full  of  happiest  excitement  for  them 
by  his  readings  from  David  Copperfield  and  also,  very  vividly,  from 
Uncle  Remus, 

He  loved  the  streams  and  the  lakes  where  he  cast  his  line,  for 
in  the  calm  and  peaceful  beauty  of  such  scenes  he  found  a  most 
welcome  answer  to  his  questing  heart.  His  persistently  jovial 
character  made  him  a  valued  contributor  to  the  pleasures  of  the 
evening  campfire  in  the  remote  and  wild  woodlands  where  he  liked 
so  well  to  be. 

The  “soft,  assuasive  voice”  of  music  evoked  a  ready  response 
from  him.  In  his  youth  he  found  much  enjoyment  in  the  violin, 
and  many  of  the  happier  hours  throughout  his  life  were  spent 
under  the  charm  of  music  of  the  highest  order;  this  he  sought 
wherever  it  was  to  be  found;  by  it  his  entire  being  was  not  only 
warmed  and  soothed  but  thrilled  with  the  keenest  delight,  while 
inharmonious  strains  brought  him  sensations  little  short  of  torture. 
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He  was  from  childhood  a  member  of  the  church.  He  attended 
its  services  faithfully,  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  effort  to  its 
interests,  and  found  in  it  contentment  for  his  religious  aspirations. 
Seldom  did  he  talk  of  things  spiritual  but,  on  those  rare  occasions 
when  he  did,  he  revealed  the  results  of  much  fruitful  thinking  and 
showed  how  firm  was  his  grasp  of  the  things  that  are  eternal.  To 
him  the  life  of  the  soul  was  real  and  near  at  hand. 

Few  give  so  much  of  love  and  devotion  to  their  home  and 
family  as  he  did.  His  friendly  spirit  that  was  so  marked  in  all  his 
relationships  was  at  its  best  there.  His  children,  grandchildren, 
and  all  the  many  others  of  his  wide  connections  found  in  his 
constant  affection  and  thoughtfulness  much  that  makes  life  rich 
and  joyful.  She  who  walked  most  closely  with  him  so  many  years 
gave  him  his  best  and  deepest  happiness.  They  experienced  con- 
stant  and  boundless  delight  in  each  other’s  companionship.  To¬ 
gether  they  made  their  beautiful  home  a  place  of  most  gracious 
hospitality  in  which  many  shared.  It  was  like  him  that,  in  their 
last  sight  of  each  other,  when  he  no  doubt  realized  that  his  end  was 
very  near,  his  face  bore  for  her  a  cheerful  and  loving  smile. 

He  will  be  remembered  as  outstanding  for  his  friendliness,  his 
ready  gifts  of  time  and  strength  to  all  the  persons  and  organizations 
with. which  he  had  to  do,  and  for  his  humble  modesty. 

He  is  gone,  but  in  our  hearts  his  joy-giving  personality  will 
abide  forever.  Our  world  is  much  richer  because  he  contributed 
so  greatly  to  it. 

Of  him  may  one  say 

“O  friend!  O  best  of  friends!  Thy  absence  more 
Than  the  impending  night  darkens  the  landscape  o’er.”
